TERRIBLE 
EXPLOSION 


Four Men Killed, Thirty Horribly In^ 
Jured, Twenty 
Fatally, 


Butler, Pa., Oct. 7.—An explosion, 
caused by the upsetting of a metal pot 
In the No. 1 cupola of the Standard 
Steel company here, caused the death 
of four men, fatally injured 20 and 
seriously Injured 10 others. 


Nearly all of the men were foreign- 
ers. The lar#,e wheel plant, 150x100 
feet, Avaa demolished, causing a loss 
estimated at $100 uOO. 


The condition of the 30 men injured 
is pitiable. 
Although still alive, the 
feature« of a majority are mutilated 
beyond recognition. 
The hot metal 
was showered ôver them, causing hor- 
rible injuries. 
Arms, fingers and ears 
were torn off, while number of the 
men had their eyes burned out. 
Sev- 
eral men are in the hospital with their 
legs burned to a crisp. The physicians 
attending the injured said at least 20 
of the men would die. 


The explosion was caused by the 
upsetting of a metal pot in the cupola, 
which contained 5000 pounds of molten 
metal ready for casting. An explosion 
followed so quickly that none of the 
workmen In the building had a chance 
to escape. Streams of the burning me- 
tal poured out on the workmen, some 
of whom were engulfed and literally 
cooked. Twenty men near the cupola 
had every shred of clothing blown off 
by the force of the explosion. Many 
were buried under the wreckage and 
were not rescued for an hour after the 
catastrophe.

Her 
mother, who is the wife of Henry 
Marx, a trolley car conductor, was in 
the habit of leaving the murdered 
child and a younger brother in charge 
of W^ood while she went on shopping 
tours. The little girl was sent on an 
errand with her brother Thursday af­ 
ternoon and failed to return home. 
The brother, LeRoy, said he had last 
seen her in a thicket near a cemetery 
not far from her home. The mutilated 
body of the child, who had been killed 
by being struck on the head with a 
hatchet, was found not far from where 
her brother said he last saw her. Two 
boys stumbled over the body, which 
was half covered with debris. 


Suspicion pointed to Wood, because 
Ethel Nevins had told her mother that 
she was afraid of him. After his arrest 
Harvey Harrop, grandfather of one of 
the boys who found the body of the 
girl, told the authorities that he had 
seen Wood in the thicket where the 
body wa3 found on Thursday and that 
the boy had a hatchet with which he 
was chopping stumps. 
The girl had 
been maltreated before the murder.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 


Four Men Killed, Thirty Horribly In* 
Jured, Twenty Fatally. 


Butler, Pa., Oct. 7.—An explosion, 
caused by the upsetting of a metal pot 
in the No. 1 cupola of the Standard 
Steel company here, caused the death 
of four men, fatally injured 20 and 
seriously injured 10 others. 


Nearly all of the men were foreign­ 
ers. The lar*;e wheel plant, 150x100 
feet, wa# demolished, causing a loss 
estimated at $100 uOO. 


The condition of the 30 men injured 
is pitiable. 
Although still alive, the 
features of a majority are mutilated 
beyond recognition. 
The hot metal 
was showered Over them, causing hor­ 
rible injuries. 
Arms, fingers and ears 
were torn off, while number of the 
men had their eyes burned out. 
Sev­ 
eral men are in the hospital with their 
legs burned to a crisp. The physicians 
attending the injured said at least 20 
of the men would die. 


The explosion was caused by the 
upsetting of a metal pot in the cupola, 
which contained 5000 pounds of molten 
metal ready for casting. An explosion 
followed so quickly that none of the 
workmen in the building had a chance 
to escape. Streams of the burning me­ 
tal poured out on the workmen, some 
of whom were engulfed and literally 
cooked. Twenty men near the cupola 
had every shred of clothing blown off 
by the force of the explosion. Many 
were buried under the wreckage and 
were not rescued for an hour after the 
catastrophe.

FOREST PLAVTIXG. 


A Circular Issued by the Forest Ser- 


vice to Urge and Advise. 


Recognizing the great need _^and 


demand throughout the New Eng- 
land States, New York. New Jersey, 
all of Pennsylvania except the west- 
ern portion, Michigan. Wisconsin and 
the eastern portion of Minnesota for 
reliable information concerning the 
planting of tbe most desirable tree 
species, the Forest Service has gath- 
ered together the necessary informa- 
tion and has issued it in the form 
of a circular which can be obtained 
free upon request to the Forester of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, Washington. 


While the necessity for tree plant- 


ing tas not been felt in this part of 
the United States so keenly as it has 
been, for instance, in the treeless 
West, yet sufficient planting has been 
done in the past to prove that the 
growing of wood crops is entirely 
practicable. 
Large areas of land in 


this region are fit for forest growth 
only, and from an economic stand- 
point it is important that these lands 
be put into a state of productiveness- 
Extensive investment in forest plant- 
ing has thus far been unduly discour- 
aged by present methods of taxation, 
and, in parts of the region, by difficul- 
ty in securing adequate fire protec- 
tion. The true value of forest land 
and its rightful place among the per- 
manent resources are, however, be- 
coming appreciated, and an enlight- 
ened public sentiment is rapidly mak- 
ing this form of investment safe and 
desirable. 


Throughout this region there are 


large lumbered areas on which suc- 
cessive fires have destroyed all young 
trees of valuable species. 
Inferior 


trees, such as aspen, fire cherry, scrub 
oak and red maple, as well as shrubs, 
have sprung up. This land Is worth- 
less in its present condition, but 
where adequate fire protection can 
be provided forest planting will bring 
it again to productiveness. 


There is a large amount of land, 


particularly in New England 
and 


Michigan, which was first cleared for 
farming, but has since deteriorated In 
value either through loss of fertility 
or through neglect or abandonment. 
Throughout Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut and New Hampshire many of 
these abandoned farms and old pas- 
tures are now covered with white 
pine. But this crop Is rapidly being 
removed and little natural reproduc- 
tion, will follow, because seed trees 
are lacking. 
These lands offer ex- 


ceptionally fine opportunities for for- 
est planting, owing to their nearness 
to market and to their freedom from 
brush cover. 


The barren sand plains of Connec- 


ticut, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and Mich- 
igan, which cannot be tilled and are 
a source of expense to their owners, 
will in many instances support a good 
growth of white pine or at least one 
of the more hardy species of pine. 


The protection of city watersheds 


demands urgent attention. The an- 
nual spring floods, which bring de- 
struction to thousands of homes in 
the lower lying fertile valleys and 
are generally followed by epidemics 
of serious diseases, would In a great 
measure be prevented were the slopes 
covered by forest. 
Forests regulate 


the flow of streams, prevent erosion 
and tnribidity and make waste areas 
beautiful and productive, besides in- 
suring a source of pure water sup- 
ply. Wherever natural reproduction 
cannot be depended upon to cover 
the denuded and burned-over lands of 
most of these watersheds tree plant- 
ing operations must be undertaken. 
While the immediate object of this 
reforesting will be protective, timber 
crops will eventually be produced 
which will yield good profits on all 
such investments. 


Nearly every farm has at least a 


few acres which are of little -?«alue for 
growing agricultural crops. This land 
should be set aside for a woodlot 
and devoted to the production of fuel, 
fence posts and timber for farm uses. 


The species best suited for planta- 


tions of these various sorts, as well 
as planting directions and advice as 
to protective measures, are given in 
the circular.

Th« antiquity of angling Is buried 


In the mist of agee. but from Bibicml 
alluaioiu we father that it w« 
known in the very earliest times. In 
the book of Job, written presumably 
at least 1500 years B. C., there are 
many passages referring to the 
"hook." barbed iron. etc. The proph- 
et Amos, writing seven hundred years 
later, goes far to draw a distinction 
between "hook" and "fish hooks," 
while Ezekiel. one hundred and thir- 
ty years later, speaks of putting tlie 
hook into the jaws of tbe dragon, by 
which appellation the King of Egypt 
was intended. Turning 
from 
the 


Scriptures to more mundane history 
we find Cambyses, son of Cyrus the 
Great, despatching certain Ichthyo- 
phagi as ambassadors to the Ethio- 
pians (vrho inhabited the country 
now called Abyssinia) to treat with 
them before he commenced the dis- 
astrous expedition which ended in the 
destruction of the greater part of his 
army from sheer starvation. Tra- 
dition also says that there was an In- 
dian nation by whom fish were taken 
in such large numbers that the very 
walls were built with their bones. So 
far back as the second century of the 
Christian era the art of fly-fishing 
was known and practiced, as recorded 
in the works of the naturalist and 
rhetorician, Aelian, surnamed "Melig- 
lossus" (or honey-tongued), from the 
beauty and purity of hi*, diction and 
style. 
According to this author the 


inhabitants of Macedonia were in the 
habit of imitating a horrible fly in- 
digenous to the country described as 
'"in size a hornet and buzzing like a 
bee." 
This they did by twisting scar- 


let wool round the hook, the wings 
being obtained from the feathers 
which grow under the wattles of a 
cock of the game species. 
Tbe fish 


taken by this rough and ready lure 
were believed to have been trout. 


Unfortunately through the burning 


of the great library at Alexandria by 
order of the Caliph Omar, A. D. 642. 
many curious records of sports and 
one fact in connection wiih fish and 
fishing were in ail probability lost to 
us forever. The vast extent of this 
unique collection of ancient literature 
may be inferred from the statement 
that was made that the volumes 
vrhich perished supplied fuel to four 
thousand baths for upward of six 
months.

A Circular Issued by the Forest Ser- 
vice to Urge and Advise. 


Recognizing the great need ^and 
demand throughout the New Eng- 
land States, New York, New Jersey, 
all of Pennsylvania except the west- 
ern portion, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
the eastern portion of Minnesota for 
reliable Information concerning the 
planting of the most desirable tree 
species, the Forest Service has gath- 
ered together the necessary informa- 
tion and has Issued it in the form 
of a circular which can be obtained 
free upon request to the Forester of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, Washington. 


While the necessity for tree plant- 
ing has not been felt In this part of 
the United States so keenly as it has 
been, for instance, in the treeless 
Wèst, yet sufilclent planting has been 
done in the past to prove that the 
growing of wood crops is 
entirely 
practicable. 
Large areas of land In 
this region are fit for forest growth 
only, and from an economic stand- 
point it Is important that these lands 
be put into a state of productiveness. 
Extensive investment in forest plant- 
ing has thus far been unduly discour- 
aged by present methods of taxation, 
and,.in parts of the region, by difficul- 
ty in securing adequate fire protec- 
tion. 
The true value of forest land 
and its rightful place among the per- 
manent resources are, however, be- 
coming appreciated, and an enlight- 
ened public sentiment is rapidly mak- 
ing this form of Investment safe and 
desirable. 


Throughout this region there are 
large lumbered areas on which suc- 
cessive fires have destroyed all young 
trees of valuable species. 
Inferior 
trees, such as aspen, fire cherry, scrub 
oak and red maple, as well as shrubs, 
have sprung up. 
This land is worth- 
less in its present 
condition, but 
where adequate fire protection can 
be provided forest planting will bring 
it again to productiveness. 


There is a large amount of land, 
particularly in New 
England 
and 
Michigan, which was first cleared for 
farming, but has since deteriorated in 
value either through loss of fertility 
or through neglect or abandonment. 
Throughout Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut and New Hampshire many of \ us, 
these abandoned farms and old pas- 
tures are now covered with white 
pine. 
But this crop is rapidly being 
removed and little natural reproduc- 
tion will follow, because seed trees 
are lacking. 
These lands offer ex- 
ceptionally fine opportunities for for- 
est planting, owing to their nearness 
to market and to their freedom from 
bruBh cover. 


The barren sand plains of Connec- 
ticut, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and Mich- 
igan, which cannot be tilled and are 
a source of expense to their owners, 
will in many instances support a good 
growth of white pine or at least one 
of the more hardy species of pine. 


The protection of city watersheds 
demands urgent attention. 
The an- 
nual spring floods, which bring de- 
struction to thousands of homes in 
the lower lying fertile valleys and 
are generally followed by epidemics 
of serious diseases, would In a great 
measure be prevented were the slopes 
covered by forest. 
Forests regulate 
the flow of streams, prevent erosion 
and turibldlty and make waste areas 
beautiful and productive, besides in- 
suring a source of pure water sup- 
ply, 
Wherever natural repi'oduction 
cannot be depended upon to cover 
the denuded and burned-over lands of 
most of these watersheds tree plant- 
ing operations must be undertaken. 
While the immediate object of this 
reforesting will be protective, timber 
crops will eventually be produced 
which will yield good profits on all 
such Investments. 


Nearly every farm has at least a 
few acres which are of little mlue for 
growing agricultural crops. This land 
should be set aside for a woodlot 
and devoted to the production of fuel, 
fence posts and timber for farm uses.

The antiquity of angling is burled

phagi as ambassadors to the Ethio- 
pians (who inhabited 
the 
country 
now called Abyssinia) to treat with 
them before he commenced the dis- 
astrous expedition which ended in the 
destruction of the greater part of his 
army from sheer starvation. 
Tra- 
dition also says that there was an In- 
dian nation by whom fish were taken 
in such large numbers that the very 
walls were built with their bones. So 
far back as the second century of the 
Christian era the art of 
fiy-fishlng 
was known and practiced, as recorded 
In the works of the naturalist and 
rhetorician, Aellan, surnanied "Melig- 
lossus" (or honey-tongued), from the 
beauty and purity of hia diction and 
style. 
According to this author the 
inhabitants of Macedonia were in the 
habit of imitating a horrible fly In- 
digenous to the country described as 
"in size a hornet and buzzing like a 
bee." 
This they did by twisting scar- 
let wool round the hook, the wings 
being obtained 
from the 
feathers 
which grow under the wattles of a 
cock of the game species. 
The fish 
taken by this rough and ready lure 
were believed to have been trout. 


Unfortunately through the burning 
of the great library at Alexandria by 
order of the Caliph Omar, A. D. 64 2, 
many curious records of sports and 
one fact in connection with fish and 
fishing were in all probability lost to 
us forever. 
The vast extent of this 
unique collection of ancient literature 
may be inferred from the statement

which perished supplied fuel to four 
thousand baths for upward of six 
montlis.

FOREST PLANTING. 


A Circular Issued by the Forest Ser­ 
vice to Urge and Advise. 


Hecognizing the great need *and 
demand throughout the New Eng­ 
land States, New York, New Jersey, 
all of Pennsylvania except the west­ 
ern portion, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
the eastern portion of Minnesota for 
reliable information concerning the 
planting of the most desirable tree 
species, the Forest Service has gath­ 
ered together the necessary informa­ 
tion and has issued it in the form 
of a circular which can be obtained 
free upon request to the Forester of 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture, Washington. 


While the necessity for tree plant­ 
ing has not been felt in this part of 
the United States so keenly as it has 
been, for instance, in the treeless 
West, yet sufficient planting has been 
done in the past to prove that the 
growing of wood crops is entirely 
practicable. 
Large areas of land in 
this region are fit for forest growth 
only, and from an economic stand­ 
point it is important that these lands 
be put Into a state of productiveness- 
Extensive investment in forest plant­ 
ing has thus far been unduly discour­ 
aged by present methods of taxation, 
and,.in parts of the region, by difficul­ 
ty in securing adequate fire protec­ 
tion. 
The true value of forest land 
and its rightful place among the per­ 
manent resources are, however, be­ 
coming appreciated, and an enlight­ 
ened public sentiment is rapidly mak­ 
ing this form of investment safe and 
desirable. 


Throughout this region there are 
large lumbered areas on which suc­ 
cessive fires have destroyed all young 
trees of valuable species. 
Inferior 
trees, such as aspen, fire cherry, scrub 
oak and red maple, as well as shrubs, 
have sprung up. This land is worth­ 
less in its present 
condition, but 
where adequate fire protection can 
be provided forest planting will bring 
it again to productiveness. 


There Is a large amount of land, 
particularly in New 
England 
and 
Michigan, which was first cleared for 
farming, but has since deteriorated in 
value either through loss of fertility 
or through neglect or abandonment. 
Throughout Massachusetts, Connecti­ 
cut and New Hampshire many of 
these abandoned farms and old pas­ 
tures are now covered with white 
pine. 
But this crop is rapidly being 
removed and little natural reproduc­ 
tion will follow, because seed trees 
are lacking. 
These lands offer ex­ 
ceptionally fine opportunities for for­ 
est planting, owing to their nearness 
to market and to their freedom from 
brush cover. 


The barren sand plains of Connec­ 
ticut, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and Mich­ 
igan, which cannot be tilled and are 
a source of expense to their owners, 
will in many instances support a good 
growth of white pine or at least one 
of the more hardy species of pine. 


The protection of city watersheds 
demands urgent attention. 
The an­ 
nual spring floods, which bring de­ 
struction to thousands of homes in 
the lower lying fertile valleys and 
are generally followed by epidemics 
of serious diseases, would in a great 
measure be prevented were the slopes 
covered by forest. 
Forests regulate 
the flow of streams, prevent erosion 
and turibidity and make waste areas 
beautiful and productive, besides in­ 
suring a source of pure water sup­ 
ply. 
Wherever natural reproduction 
cannot be depended upon to cover 
the denuded and burned-over lands of 
most of these watersheds tree plant­ 
ing operations must be undertaken. 
While the immediate object of this 
reforesting will be protective, timber 
crops will eventually be produced 
which will yield good profits on all 
such Investments. 


Nearly every farm has at least a 
few acres which are of little value for 
growing agricultural crops. This land 
should be set aside for a woodlot 
and devoted to the production of fuel, 
fence posts and timber for farm uses. 


The species best suited for planta­ 
tions of these various sorts, as well 
as planting directions and advice as 
to protective measures, are given in 
the circular.

Age of Angling, 


By PAUL THOMl’SON. 


The antiquity of angling is buried 
In the mist of ages, but from Bibical 
allusions we 
gather 
that it was 
known in the very earliest times. In 
the boofc of Job, written presumably 
at least 1500 years B. C.* there are 
many 
passages 
referring 
to 
the 
“hook," barbed iron. etc. The proph­ 
et Amos, writing seven hundred years 
later, goes far to draw a distinction 
between “hook" and “fish hooks," 
while Ezekiel, one hundred and thir­ 
ty years later, speaks of putting the 
hook into the Jaws of the dragon» by 
which appellation the King of Egypt 
was 
intended. 
Turning 
from 
the 
Scriptures to more mundane history 
we find Cambyses, son of Cyrus the 
Great, despatching certain Ichthyo- 
phagt as ambassadors to the Ethio­ 
pians (who inhabited 
the country 
now called Abyssinia) to treat with 
them before he commenced the dis­ 
astrous expedition which ended in the 
destruction of the greater part of his 
army from sheer starvation. 
Tra­ 
dition also says that there was an In­ 
dian nation by whom fish were taken 
in such large numbers that the very 
walls were built with their bones. So 
far back as the second century of the 
Christian era the art of fly-fishing 
was known and practiced, as recorded 
in the works of the naturalist and 
rhetorician, Aelian, surnamed “Melig- 
lossus" (or honey-tongued), from the 
beauty and purity of hia diction and 
style. 
According to this author the 
inhabitants of Macedonia were in the 
habit of imitating a horrible fly in­ 
digenous to the country described as 
“in size a hornet and buzzing like a 
bee." This they did by twisting scar­ 
let wool round the hook, the wings 
being obtained from the feathers 
which grow under the wattles of a 
cock of the game species. 
The fish 
taken by this rough and ready lure 
were believed to have been trout. 


Unfortunately through the burning 
of the great library at Alexandria by 
order of the Caliph Omar, A. D. 64 2, 
many curious records of sports and 
one fact in connection with fish and 
fishing were in all probability lost to 
us forever. 
The vast extent of this 
unique collection of ancient literature 
may be inferred from the statement 
that was made that the 
volumes 
which perished supplied fuel to four 
thousand baths for upward of six 
months. 
The works on natural his­ 
tory of the elder Pliny are still ex­ 
tant.— From Recreation.

April 1. 


Beyond this no trace of him could 
fee found, until on Aprif 3 Onicers 
AfcMullen and Sims, 
of 
the 
State 
Reservation, found a hat held down 
t)/ the feet of one of the park seats 
on the river bank above Goat Isl- 
and

found Crandail's name, giving 
the 
Impression that the owner had sought 
death la fascinating, tumbling, cha- 
otic waters of the upper rapids, which 
rush by the spot where the hat was 
found.

Diehl and Lynch, of the Buffalo De­ 
partment, were sent to California 
and on June 3d, 1892, returned with 
their prisoner, who was fully identi­ 
fied as Bryant B. Crandall, the sup­ 
posed 
dead man. 
An effort was 
made to punish him for the fraud, 
but 
the 
court 
failed 
t< 
convict. 
Shortly afterwards the district attor­ 
ney who prosecuted the case was 
seized with softening of the brain, 
and the case collapsed. 
Crandall’s 
relatives paid his fare back to Cali­ 
fornia, where he entered a soldiers’ 
home. 


Thus was it shown that the waters 
of Niagara were wholly innocent of 
robbing this man of his life. 
The 
expenses of the search amounted to 
about fifteen hundred dollars, but the 
insurance companies had about seven 
thousand dollars returned to them, 
which was distributed pro rata, so 
that Mr. Tiffany’s dogged persistence 
was 
amply 
justified.— The 
Wide 
World Magazine.

Mr. Tiffany maintainqd 
that It was ridiculous to suppose that

tide would feel enough concern for 
the welfare of his old hat to care­ 
fully fasten it to the ground, 
He be­ 
lieved Crandall’s disappearance was 
* trick designed to deceive, and that 
the hat had been purposely placed 
Vhere it was discovered in order to 
Jend color to the suicide theory. This 
conclusion on the insurance ofllcial’s 
.part developed the greatest chase ev- 
rer known after a man who Tiffany 
^believed was attempting to swindle 
»the various companies that had is- 
»sued policies on his life. 
These, it 
*was speedily discovered, were numer­ 
ous. 


It transpired that Crandall had two 
thousand dollars insurance in the 
iMosonic Life Association of Western 
!New York, represented by Mr. Tif­ 
fany; he was also insured in the 
North-Western Masonic Aid Associa­ 
tion for two thousand five hundred 
dollars; 
in the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen for two thousand 
dollars; and for similar amounts in 
the Royal Templars of Temperance 
and the Empire Order of Mutual Aid, 
making the respectable total of ten 
thousand live hundred dollars insur­ 
ance on the life which appeared to 
have been surrendered to the death- 
<lealing waters of Niagara. 


The family of the inising man ex­ 
pressed their unqualified belief in 
•Crandall's death, citing 
his 
good 
character, his alleged depressed men­ 
tal condition before leaving home, 
tho letters written 
from 
Niagara 
Falls, his great love of home and 
family, and the further fact that 
liis home had always been a happy 
one. 
In time, such slight proofs of 


* 
death as were available were sub­ 
mitted to tho insurance companies, 
and tho payment of the policies re­ 
quested. Ail the companies, however, 
refused to accept the proof offered. 


Tho next step was the offer of a 
reward of several hundred dollars 
for the recovery of the missing m an’s 
body. 
On July 28th, 1880, one hun­ 
dred and nineteen days after Cran­ 
dall disappeared, a waterman named 
Pendergast found a man's leg, ahd 
\ater th e remainder of the body, in 
¿he 
river 
between 
Lewiston 
and 
Queenston. 
The body was badly de­ 
composed, the face mangled. 
The 
corpse was viewed by Mrs, Crandall 
and other relative3, as well as by 
Dr. Green, the family physician, and 
the opinion expressed that it was 
th at of Crandall. 
They claimed 
th at Crandall had a scar on his right 
foot, the result of an axe-cut, and 
those who saw the corpse were con­ 
fident they could detect this scar. 
The body was accepted by the family 
as that of Crandall and taken to 
liutfalo, where it was interred in the 
family burial plot in the old Indian 
cemetery on Seneca Street. Affidavits 
were made and submitted to the in­ 
surance companies, demanding the 
payment of the policies. 
It seemed 
th at if a doubt had previously ex­ 
isted as to the death of Crandall, it 
had now been finally removed by the 
finding of the mutilated body and the 
¿car. 


Th« 
now 
proofs 
of 
Crandall's 
death wore at once accepted by all 
th e Insurance companies interested, 
aujd payment of the insurance wrs 
wdesed* 
Up to this time the corn- 


ranged, and an executive committee 
of three appointed for the* purpose 
of making a systematic effort to find 
Crandall. 
This committee consist­ 
ed of John H. Meecli, at that time 
Grand Mcvster of the A.O.U.W. for 
the State of New York; John Lytlie, 
Supreme Treasurer 
of 
the 
Royal 
Templars of Temperance; and Nelson 
O. Tiffany, of the Masonic Life Asso­ 
ciation of Western New York! 
One 
hundred thousand circulars bearing 
Crandall’s picture were printed. They 
described the man accurately, and a 
reward of a thousand dollars (after­ 
wards increased to two thousand) 
was offered for information*as to his 
whereabouts. 
These circulars were 
sent to every Masonic, A.O.U.W., and 
Royal Templar Lodge on the Pacific 
Coast, including the British posses­ 
sions and the Hawaiian Islands. They 
were also sent to the police of the 
entire Pacific Coast and other sec­ 
tions. 
Perhaps there never was a 
man-hunt gone about more system­ 
atically, for, in addition to the circu­ 
larizing detective papers took the 
matter up and published Crandall’s 
picture. 


The effect of*it all was surprising. 
Immediately after the circulars had 
been sent out Secretary Tiffany was 
flooded with letters and telegrams 
concerning Crandall. 
Not only was 
he launched in the detective fielfl, but 
he was fairly overwhelmed with busi­ 
ness. 
A Crandall was found in al­ 
most every hamlet from the Isthmus 
tc Vancouver. 
In the dead of night 
Secretary Tilfany received 
telegram 
slating that Crandall had been cap­ 
tured in Portland, O:v;;on. 
There 
could be no mistake, tho officials 
thought, and so Detective Thomas 
Curtin was sent flying afto. 
him, 
when . equisition papers had been 
hurriedly obtained from the Gov­ 
ernor at Albany. 
The fear was that 
he would bo released on habeas cor­ 
pus proceedings, 
When he reached 
Oregon, Deteclivo Curtin found the 
man was not Crandall, but a worn- 
out circus, performer, having no re­ 
semblance to the man sought. 


For six years episodes of this kind 
occurred, but never for an instant did 
Secretary Tiffany relax his interest in 
the case or lose his firm belief that 
Crandall was alive. 
Away out in 
Bear Lake, Utah, a man confessed to 
being Crandall, but the authorities 
released him, keeping him shadowed 
by detectives. 
It was necessary to 
act quickly, and so Secretaary Tif­ 
fany himself hurried West to see the 
man. 
For more than a hundred 
miles he had to travel on horseback 
over 
the 
Western 
“divides.” 
At 
Ogden, Utah, he secured the services 
of two deputies, and on arrival at the 
domicile of the supposed CraiV.all 
surrounded the house, armed for a 
contest, if necessary. 
The man was 
not Crandall, and Secretary Tiffany 
made him happy by calling off the 
watchers. 


In the winter of 1891, so sure were 
a party of self-constituted detectives 
In the lumber woods of Vermont that 
they had discovered Crandal), that 
they forwarded the money necessary 
to defray the expenses of an officer

Detective 
Curtin 
made the trip, but it only resulted 
in another disappointment.

about twenty different men were ar- 
resteti as Crandall.

Nantucket “Camels." 


When one reads in Nantucket rec­ 
ords of nearly seventy years ago that 
ships were taken across the bar by 
the aid of “camels,” a picture of 
stretches of hot sand, oases of palms 
and great “ships of the desert“ mov­ 
ing in procession is presented to the 
mind’s eye. 
The vision, however, is 
out of the way, geographically bo- 
tanically and zoologically. 
The sand 
borders the cold New England shore, 
the palms are wanting, and the cam­ 
els bear no relation whatever to those 
of flesh and blood. 
The author of 
’’Nantucket Scraps“ explains the mys­ 
tery. 


In 1S32 the Penn arrived off Nan­ 
tucket, laden with thirteen hundred 
barrels of sperm oil. 
It was the first 
ship taken across the bar by camels, 
and the event was considered so im­ 
portant that the town bells 
were 
rung, the gun fired, and the whole 
population turned out in a general 
rejoicing. 


The bar, which blocked free way 
to Nantucket docks, stretched out in 
dangerous menace to heavily laden 
vessels. 
It was the custom to' break 
the cargo outside and land the oil in 
boats; but this was an expensive and 
tedious process, and the invention of 
the camels was hailed with eagerness. 


The camels wero two huge boxes 
one hundred and thirty-five feet long 
and nineteen feet deep, fitted with 
water-gates and pumps, so that they 
could be raised or sunk at pleasure. 
They also possessed an engine, pro­ 
peller 
and 
rudders. 
They 
we re 


yoked side to side with fifteen chains. 


The approach of a vessel was sig­ 
naled from the tower of the Unitarian 
Church. 
Fires were then kindled in 
the qamels, which started out to meet 
the ship, 
With the chains lengthened 
to form loops deeper than the keel 
of the vessel, the camels ranged them­ 
selves on each side of the ship, sank, 
stretched their chains taut by the aid 
of thirty windlasses, rose and lifted 
the ship with them, until the whole 
did not draw more than five feet of 
water. 
Then they floated, with their 
burden, up the harbor. 


The ponderous contrivance proved 
to be an expensive economy, and 
when, after five or six years, the cam; 
els came to need repairs, the owner 
did not think it profitable to make 
them. 
So the camels of Nantucket 
went to decay, and their bones lay fo** 
many years in the docks,

What the linotype machine has been 


to the advancement of the 
business, it is claimed the 
typewriting telegraph system, just in- 
troduced for general use, will prove 
to be to the telegraph business. It Is 
declared to be one of the greatest 
steps ever taken toward economv in 
sending and receiving messages" bv 
telegraph. It does with machinerv a 
large part of the work formerly cose 
by hand, and requires no telegraph 
operators. 


While it had been Intended to in- 


troduce these machines sorae months 
ago, the "Western Union Telegraph 
Company was hastened inlts purpose 
by the recent strike of operators. Con- 
sequently, as soon as ncssible after 
the strike the Barclay typewriting 
telegraph system was put in use, in 
a large measure taking the places of 
the men who struck. 
This, it has 


been explained, is one of the reasons 
the company has been able to hold 
out against the strikers. 


The recent installation of the new 


system in this city marks the begin- 
ning of a large number of installa- 
tions of this character that are to 
. be mace on various trunk line cir- 
cuits leading out of Pittsburg. 


To prepare a message for trass- 


mission it is only necessary to strike 
the letters on a standard typewriter 
keyboard, which perforates a series 
of characters similar to those used 
in the ilorse alphabet. On this key- 
board are extra keys for shifting the 
type, shifting the paper and the car- 
riage return. 
After a message has 


been perforated, which can be done 
ordinarily in about 20 seconds, tfce 
perforated slip is then run through 
an automatic transmitter at the rate 
of about 100 messages an hour. The 
message is received at the distant 
station on a standard typewriter ail 
completed and ready for delivery, it 
is only necessary for the receiving 
operator to feed the machine with 
the standard Western Union receiv- 
ing blanks. The instrument at the 
receiving station when once adjusted 
seldom requires readjustment, as all 
of the mechanism is operated on a 
local circuit; the wire can be worked 
duplex and 200 messages an hour can 
fee handled with ease; that is, 100 
messages sent and 
100 received.—

RASPBERRIES FOR HOME USE. 


No farmer is doing his full dutj 


to his family if he neglects to set a" 
least four long rows of raspberries 
for home use. 
Four rows, because 


ne needs four varieties, two of which 
should be black and two red, an ear]\ 
and a late of each. 


Set them in the spring on freshlj 


prepared land by laying it off with 
a shovel plow and setting two and 
a half feet apart in the bottom of the 
furrow. 
Tramp the dirt firmly on 


the roots. Make the rows as long as 
the needs of the family may require. 


Locate the patch out in the open 


where cultivation may- be readily 
given, for which the ordinary corn 
plows are well adapted, suggests 
Farm and Home. They -will not bear 
the first year, and only a part of the 
crop the second, but for from six to 
ten years after that the crop is almost 
certain. After the second year a six- 
inch mulch of straw each season will 
make cultivation unnecessary, and 
the only work required will be an an- 
nual trimming. 
This may be done 


when the plant is normal, but prefer- 
ably in the winter or in early spring.

of the mechanism is operated on a 
local circuit; the wire can be worked 
duplex and 200 messages an hour can 
be handled with ease; that is, 100 
messages sent and

G REAT ST R ID E S IN TELEG RA PH Y. 


Messages Sent and Delivered in Suc­ 
cessful Manner by Pneu­ 
matic Operators. 


What the linotype machine has been 
to the advancement of the newspaper 
business, it is claimed 
the 
Barclay 
typewriting telegraph system, just in­ 
troduced for general use, will prove 
to be to the telegraph business. It is 
declared to be one of the greatest 
steps ever taken toward economy in 
sending and receiving messages by 
telegraph. It does with machinery a 
large part of the work formerly done 
by hand, and requires no telegraph 
operators. 


While it had been intended to in­ 
troduce these machines some months 
ago, the Western Union Telegraph 
Company was hastened in^lts purpose 
by the recent strike of operators. Con­ 
sequently, as soon as possible after 
the strike 
the 
Barclay typewriting 
telegraph system was put in use, in 
a large measure taking the places of 
the men who struck. 
This, it has 
been explained, is one of the reasons 
the company has been able to hold 
out against the strikers. 


The recent installation of the new 
system In this city marks the begin­ 
ning of a large number of installa­ 
tions of this character that are to 
. be made on various trunk line cir­ 
cuits leading out of Pittsburg. 


To prepare a message for trans­ 
mission it is only necessary to strike 
the letters on a standard typewriter 
keyboard, which perforates 
a series 
of characters similar to those used 
in the Morse alphabet. 
On this key­ 
board are extra keys for shifting the 
type, shifting the paper and the car­ 
riage return. 
After a message has 
been perforated, which can be done 
ordinarily in about 20 seconds, the 
perforated slip is then run through 
an automatic transmitter at the rate 
of about 100 messages an hour. 
The 
message is received at the distant 
station on a standard typewriter all 
completed and ready for delivery, it 
is only necessary for the receiving 
operator to feed the machine with 
the standard Western Union receiv­ 
ing blanks. 
The instrument at the 
receiving station when once adjusted 
seldom requires readjustment, as all 
of the mechanism is operated on a 
local circuit; the wire can be worked 
duplex and 200 messages an hour can 
be handled with ease; that is, 100 
messages sent and 
100 
received.— 
Pittsburg Gazette Times. 
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Why Some Books Last Long. 


There aré books that ’have sur­ 
vived twu or three centuries, 
the 
printing in which has improved 
in 
color as they 
have 
grown 
older. 
Borne paper experts, alluding to this 
fact, predict that most of the books 
made now will not last much longer 
than fifty or sixty years. Much of 
the 
paper 
now 
used 
for 
making 
books is composed in part of wood 
pulp, treated with powerful aoids, 
9 
while the ink is made of substances 
naturally at war with the paper 
it 
is used on. 
It is reasonable to as­ 
sume, therefore, that within fifty or 
sixty years the Ink will eat its way 
through the paper, thereby destroy­ 
ing the books. 
The paper used two 
or three centuries ago was made of 
honest rags, and the ink was made 
ft of nutgalls. 
That accounts for the 
good condition in which they are 
jiow.

A Trained Nurse Made Discovery. 


SUCCESS OF A WITCH HUNT. 
A remarkable tale of native super­ 
stition and credulity was told at the 
Magistrate’s Court yesterday morn­ 
ing, when eight Mashona natives 
from the M’rewas district underwent 
preliminary examination for commit­ 
ting 
certain 
offences 
under 
the 
Witchcraft . Suppression 
Ordinance. 
The eight natives were all relatives, 
and the father of some of them died 
recently. 
Not being quite satisfied 
that death was due to natural causes, 
appeal was made to a certain native 
named Chibanda, who the prosecutor 
stated was a well known witch doctor, 
though this fact was not elicited in 
evidence. 
The outcome of the incan­ 
tations was that two of the sons, 
Mapira and Katiwa, visited a neigh­ 
boring kraal and accused a native 
woman named Kajiwa of having be­ 
witched their father and caused his 
death. 


They demanded of the husband of 
this lady that she should undergo an 
ordeal to test the truth of the allega­ 
tions. 
The husband asked for three 
days’ gcace, saying he wanted his 
wife’s uncle to be present at the trial. 
When this space had elapsed Chit- 
andaria, the husband, accompanied 
by his wife and her uncle, a native 
named Denti, set out for the kraal at 
which the ordeal was to take place. 
On arrival the party were directed to 
a small spruit below the kraal', where 
the eight natives sat in conclave. 


Chibanda was master of ceremo­ 
nies, and sat cooking some liquid in 
a 
pot. 
When 
the 
medicine 
was 
cooked the lady was told to take a 
draught. 
It was explained that two 
draughts of this medicine would act 
either as an emetic or a purgative 
should the woman be a witch. 
Two 
draughts were administered, but left 
the lady undisturbed. 


Chibanda thereupon 
again plied 
the medicine, evidently determined 
that the oracle should work, and 
after the unfortunate female had 
taken twenty-one doses nature re­ 
belled and the medicine acted in its 
dual capacity. 
On this five of the 
natives sprang up with assegais and 
kerries, crying: “There is the witch 
who killed our father. 
Let us kill 
her.” 
But the husband and uncle 
came to the rescue. 
After some dis­ 
cussion the bereaved sons agreed 
to be compensated, and as a first 
installment the uncle handed over a 
kaffir hoe, telling them if they killed 
his niece he would inform on them. 
The lady and her relatives then went 
back 
to 
their 
respective 
kraals. 
Three days afterward the two na­ 
tives, Mapira and Katiwa, revisited 
the lady’s husband and demanded the 
witch to be handed over to them to 
be killed. 
This he refused to do, and 
later the woman escaped to the na­ 
tive commissioner.— From the Rho­ 
desia Herald.

She

ing rain, found her coolie waiting 
patiently. 


His worn rubber coat showed one 
thin, rain-soaked, blue cotton gar­ 
ment beneath it; and the bare knees 
caught 
the 
lantern-light 
as 
they 
swung back and forth with the regu­ 
larity of pendulums. 
Still chirrup­ 
ing like a cheerful bird, and laugh­ 
ing, as if the rain-drops he wiped 
from the edge of the hood were pre­ 
cious things, lucky jewels he was 
gathering, he helped me out at my 
door. 


I looked at him as the slioji slid 
open and sent the full lamplight on 
the ugly little scrap of a man. 
He 
was old, since all the young jinri­ 
kisha coolies have gone to the war; 
yet he was cheerful and happy, con­ 
tented with the hardest lot that I 
can think of for a human being. 


“You have no trouble, I can see 
that,” I said to him. A full pipe and 
a rice bowl, and the dark, wet, cold 
night is the same as sunny noonday 
to you.” 


“Okasama, my only son went to 
the war. 
He died at Two-Hundred- 
and-Three-Metre Hill. 
I am old and 
my wife is feeble, and this kuruma 
►feeds us all, all, my son’s wife and 
his three children. 


“Although the little box, crema­ 
tion ashes and relics, came three 
weeks ago, I have not yet had the 
priests say the prayers at my house, 
and his friends go with us to the tem­ 
ple. 


“I have known much sorrow, truly, 
Okasama.” 
The old kurumya bowed 
with the grace of a noble, proudly. 
It was a reproof that covered me 
with shame. 


The next Sunday there was a fun­ 
eral, the local band was in attend­ 
ance, and the priests held service 
over the little wooden box that came 
from Port Arthur. 
The old man 
marched in stiff silk hakama, leading 
a sedate, splendidly striding boy of 
eight as chief mourner and guardian 
of 
the 
tablets. 
A 
concourse 
of 
friends trailed away through the 
town to a temple near Dogo, and the 
funeral party from the castle bar­ 
racks sounded the bugles and ren­ 
dered the final honors there. 


DARING LEAP SAVES BOY. 
Ernest Powers, a boy who was 
driving a grocery wagon at Dover, 
N. J., performed a most remarkable 
acrobatic stunt which saved him from 
death 
in 
a 
collision between his 
wagon and a locomotive on the High 
Bridge Branch of the Central Rail­ 
road of New Jersey. 


When his wagon was struck by 
the engine the boy jumped from the 
vehicle to the cowcatcher, to which 
he clung until the train was stopped. 
The horse was killed. 


Powers was out on his route and 
was driving along Union street. 
As 
he came to the railroad crossing an­ 
other wagon was crossing the track. 
This prevented him from seeing the 
approaching train. 
Just as he got 
on the track Powers saw the train 
bearing down on him. 
Instead of

The locomotive hit the rig near 
the front wheels, and this gave Pow­ 
ers a chance to leap from his seat in 
a desperate effort to escape death, 
and he landed on the pilot of the en­ 
gine.

But it is 
possible almost everywhere to give 
flower beds abundant background by 
planting spiraeas, lilacs, or similar 
densely 
growing 
shrubs. 
Privet 
makes a decidedly good background 
of just the right dark grepn shade.

RASPBERRIES FOR HOME USE. 


No farmer is doing his full duty 
to his family if he neglects to set at 
least four long rows of raspberries 
for home use. 
Four rows, because 
he needs four varieties, two of which 
should be black and two red, an early 
and a late of each. 


Set them in the spring on freshly 
prepared land by laying it off with 
a shovel plow and setting two and 
a half feet apart in the bottom of the 
furrow. 
Tramp the dirt firmly on 
the roots. 
Make the rows as long as 
the needs of the family may require. 


Locate the patch out in the open 
where cultivation may be readily 
given, for which the ordinary corn 
plows are well adapted, 
suggests 
Farm and Home. They will not bear 
the first year, and only a part of the 
crop the second, but for from six to 
ten years after that the crop is almost 
certain. 
After the second year a six- 
inch mulch of straw each season will 
make cultivation unnecessary, and 
the only work required will be an an­ 
nual trimming. 
This may be done 
when the plant is normal, but prefer­ 
ably in the winter or in early spring.

A TUB OF WATER LILIES. 
In the average garden ponds one 
notes only the comnjon water lily. 
It 
seems to be taken for granted that 
the only one for the amateur is the 
native variety. 
The fact that the 
roots can be secured from country 
ponds at slight expense naturally ap­ 
peals. 
The fact that a native variety 
will not need to become accustomed 
to new environments also has weight. 


But there }s no real reason to be 
content with one sort when there are 
others of regal magnificence that are 
sure to succeed. 
The grand day- 
blooming African water lily, known 
as the Zanzibarensis Blue, is as cer­ 
tain to succeed as the “common water 
lily.” It has enormous incurved flow­ 
ers of most exquisite colorings, and 
blooms so profusely that a garden 
tub will produce flowers from mid­ 
summer until frost. 


There is also a red Zanzibarensis, 
which is similar except in color; the 
blooms of this variety are a beautiful 
shade of purplish red. 
Few home 
gardeners seem to realize that these 
splendid varieties may be readily 
grown from seed. 
They require very 
rich soil, full sun and shallow water 
to start in, and it is best to sow tho 
seeds in cups of soil and tepid water. 


After the young plants are well 
started water may be filled in the 
tub or half barrel pond—sufficient to 
float the leaves until they reach the 
top. 
Then keep the tub filled even 
with the brim, and the lilies will be 
borne on tall stems well above the 
surface of the water. 


Roots should be secured for imme­ 
diate effect, but if a water illy tub is 
desirable for the conservatory the 
plants may now be cheaply raised 
from seed.—Philadelphia Record.
